SCHOONER JANE BELL WRECKED.

SHE GOES ASHORE IN A LIVES
LOST.

The large three mast schooner June IVII
of flon-luii- went ashore near Sturgeon
Point la.t Tuesday night between nine
and ten o'c lock and will prove a total loss
together with her cargo of Rontons of ore.

The June Hell left Eseanuba last Friday
with her cargo consigned lo Rhodes &

Co., Ashtabula, She had arrived to with-

in a few miles of her destination when she
encountered a galo from the northward,
and was driven ashore at the above named
point, about fire miles west of Ashuhula.

Captain P. II. Finley of Oberlin, and his
crew, Fred Miller, Wm. McDonald, Alpha
Crowl, Jnines Rogers, I,. II. Trask, Jacob
Zuff, Thonius Phillips and W. J. Finley
remained on board until Wednesday morn-

ing when an attempt was mado tn reach
the shore In tho yawl; the boat was cap.
sized and Crowl and Rogers drowned.

The June Bell was owned by Edward
Crowl and his sou Alpha Crowl of Cleve
land, thu latter being oun of the two who
were lost. Sho was valued at lti.000 and
was insured for $14,000; was built by
Campbell & Owens of Detroit in March,
1H2, but has been rebuilt within the past
few years and was regarded as a staunch
carft. The cargo was consigned to the
Himrod Furnace Company of Youngstown.

The deck and rigging are scattered along
the shore, but the hull remains where it
Hist si ruck.

The body of the sailor, Rogers,
eutue ashore soon after the boat capsized
but at this writing, that of young Crowl
had not yet boon recovered.

An interview with dpt. Finley and
owner Edward Crowl of the sch'r Jane
Hell on Thursday, enables us to correct
some of the errors of the reports of the
Cleveland dalles. These gentleman scout
the idea ot leaving the wreck from "fear,"
as it required much more pluck to attempt
to go ashore than to remain. This was
proven by the immediate swamping of the
boat and the drowning of two of the com-

pany. Capt. Finley saved himself by
swimming ashoro, and the others were
picked up. Instead of "lowering'' the
boat as the vessol lay upon the bottom m
about 12 feet of water the yawl was al-

ready ill the water, uFoul, and considerable
labor and danger was endured to bring it
alongside. The distance from shore to
whore the vessel grounded, was about one-thi-

of a mile, a little oast of Geneva
some 10 or 12 miles from her destination.
When the boat left, the main and mizzeii
masts had both gone by the board, and the
foremast had become quite shaky. Thu
vessel whs fust breaking up, and how soon
the work might be completed was only a
question of a very short time.
